VOR  A  PÍBPXTUAL  REMEMBRANCE. 

«'The  intereata  of  tho  Catholic  Religión,  cpnfided  to  out 
loaliness  by  iesua  Clirisl,  the  Piincoof  Pastors  and  most  - 
loringRadeemer  of  manklnd,  as  we|laa  tho  chatily  which,  I 
aaimates  ua  in  behnif  of  the  entiro  Universo  inlerlórly 
preu.and  orge  uasoforcibly  thatwecannot  omttanything,  ¡ 
ilstwo  believo  necessary,  to  preaervo  in  ita  ¡ntegrity  tho 
deposit  oí  Faith  and  proVent  the  ruin  of  iramortal  souíb. 
Ilis  loo  well  known  tonll  what  ia  the  present  condition 
of  religión  in  Spain,  and  with  what  pro’found  affiielion  of 
heitt  wo  have  been  compelléd  for  many  yeara  to  bowail 
the  ead  viclaaitudes  of  the  Church  in  tbat  kingdom.  The 
people  lar  from  sworving  frora  the  holy  principies  of  theii 
anceelors,  ale  alrongly  attached  to  the  Orthodox  faith)  the 
greater  porlion  of  the  Clergy  figlit  conragcousiy  tho  battlos 
of  the  Lord,  and  aldioet  alj  tho  Bisliopa  tliough  cruelly 
htrasied,  driven  into  exilo  and  oppre88ed  witli  afliiclion, 
tnleh  witli  ceasoless  solicitado  for  tho  welfaro  of  tho  fiook 
eommitted  to  tlieir  car».  Rut  meh  of  perdition,  whoso 
aumber  ia  not  inconaiderable,  oonféderating  tdgether  in  a 
man  ¡nfamous  Association  and  foaming  out  their  owncon- 
ftnion.iike  tho  waves  of  tho  troubled  sea,  wage  the  foulest 
war against  Christ  and  hia  Saints;  and  ador  havlngal- 
ready  inñictcd  many  evils  on  tho  Catholio  religión,  in  tho 
heightof  tlieir  iinpiety,  now  daré  to  atlempt,  if  possible, 
iu  total  overthrow. 

As  for  da,  raising  our  Apoalolic  voioe,  as  our  miniatry  re- 
qoiteí,  we  have  never  ceaaed  publicly  to  deploré  the  deep 
woende  which  tho  govérnment  of  Madrid  has  infiieted  on 
the  Chorch.  All  tho  acta  which  the  civil  potCer  has  de- 
ereed  sgainst  the  righS  and  pririlégea  of  tho  Church  wo 
haré  declared  lo  bo  nuil  and  without  effeot.  Wo  have 
tnoreover  vehctnently  complained,  with  overy  expreasion 
el  grief,  of  tho  atrocioua  wronga  and  outragea  eommitted 
against  our  vencrablo  Rretliren,  tho  Bisliopa  of  that  realm, 
and  against  the  regular  and  secular  Clorgy,  of  tha  abona- 
aadons  in  tho  holy  places,  of  tho  Sacrilegioua  spoliations, 1 
sale  and  confiscation  of  Ecclesiastical  propcrly;  calling  lo 
miad  at  the  samo  time  the  pama  and  penaltieB  which  tho 
fhmncila  and  Apostolio  Oonstitutions  declare  to  be  incur¬ 
tid  (ipso  facto)  by  those  who  fear  not  to  perpotrato  such 
aefarioua  crimes.  This  duly  which  our  Apostolio  office 
imposed  upon  ua,  ive  have  once  and  again  discharged 
iatwo  tdloculiona,  addrcased  to  our  venerablo  Brethren, 
the  Cardinal8  of  the  holy  Román  Church,  in  the  consis. 
taries  held  on  the  Calenda  of  February  1836,  and  on  the 
Calrndsof  March  1811;  Wo  lilrcwiso  ordained  that  theao 
ahonld  be  prinled  that  thoy  might  bccorao  a  public  and 
perpetual  monument  of  our  Apostolical  aolicit'ude  and  of 
the  deep  reprobation  with  which  we  ahall  alwaya  regard 
the  persecutora  of  tho  Church. 

We  had  hoped  that  our  voice,  coming  aa  it  did  from  the 
'«att  of  the  common  Father  of  the  faithful,  would  bo  favor- 
%  heard,  and  that  our  adnronilions  and  reitcraled  en-
